KAISER AND TSAR. 


Mr. Winston Churchill pronounced the ! 
Kaiser's letters to the Tsar to be “one of 
the most remarkable series of letters which 
hav r seen the light.” It is a high 
estimate to place on them, but two peru- 
sals quite confirm it. Not only are the 
letters extraordinarily fascinating, but the 
editor, Mr. Grant, and the copyist, Mr. 
Levine, have exerted themselves to the 
utmost in setting them before the public 
in the most careful way. There is an in- 
troduction which does Mr. Grant credit, 
and there are notes to the chief events and 
men which are just the kind of notes re- 
quired. Indeed, we do not know when we 
have read anything in which such lavish 
resources were placed at the service of 
the student. - i 

There are seventy-five letters, all written | 
by William IL., and we-heartily wish that 
we could see the replies which the Tsar 
gave to them, but the replies are not forth- 
coming. All the letters are in English, | 
and after ‘the murder of the Tsar they 
were found at Ekaterinburg, in July, 1919, 
in a case containing his private correspon- 
dence.

Dowager Empress Marie Feodoroyna), and | 
the other members of the Russian Royal |

These letters help us to understand some | 
of the devious ways of politics from | 
November, 1894, when they begin, to Janu- | 
ary, 1914, when they end. It is very 
plain that the Kaiser encouraged the Tsar 
in the war with Japan. It is plain that 
his reason for so doing was the hope that 
Russia would be weakened in the struggle, 
and therefore unable to render serious as- 
sistance to France if Germany should go 
to war with France. Russian military 
pressure on the Eastern Frontier of Ger- 
many would be a diminishin —— 
instead of an increasing one. sides, 
the Japanese succeeded in defeating en 
Russian Fleet, there would be orders for 
rebuilding for “ our great firms at Stettin, 
Kiel, etc.” In these letters there is a 
éalculating spirit which no commercial 
traveller could ontdo. It seems, for in- 
stance, peculiarly horrible to note the en- 
couragement which the Kaiser gives the 
Tsar to send the Russian Fleet to the East, 
knowing fuil well that it was steaming to 
certain destruction. Admiral Togo de- 
feated the Russian Fleet on February 8th, 
and in a letter of March 28th the Kaiser 
demands the speedy signing of a treaty of 
commerce which agora Russia economi- 
cally at the mercy of Germany.@ Amid 
much matter there is, perhaps, nothing 
more interesting than the account of the 
secret Treaty of Bjorke, signed or®July 
24th, 1905. The object of this famoustreaty 
was the break-up of the Franco-Russian 
Alliance, and the combination of Russia, 
Germany, France, and the other two mem- 
hers of the Triple Alliance against the 
British Empire.

It is clear that at 
the end of the fifteenth century there were 
forces making for centralisation in Eng- 
land, France, “and Spain. Henry VII. in 
England, Louis XII. in France, and Fer- 
dinand the Catholic in Spain were the 
tres magi’ on whom Bacon laid stress as 
ushering in the new order. The difficulty 
in Ireland was that the new order was 
actively disliked by the Irish chieftains. 
They preferred the system of disorder, for 
it enabled them to levy black rent from 
the English. So far as we can judge. it 
seems highly probable that the English 
would have Ra driven out of Ireland at 
the end of the fifteenth century had not 
the Irish chieftains disliked their ex w 
sion on the ground that it meant the 
of this source of income. In the early 
decades of the sixteenth century the im-- 

ortance of Ireland was acl changed 
y the work of Christopher Columbus. 
When. he discovered America in 1402 he 
altered many matters, and among them 
was the new ition given to our island.
